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EUROPE. 

DUBLIN, April 2'.\. -It is sttttcil that :i 
pMHonor now in Kiliuninhaiii jail gave 
evidence to the authorities which throws 
complete light on the subject i>f the in- 
quiry to be opened to-day l>y tho Crown 
Divisional Magistrate and tin? metropoli- 
tan police into the inui'dera here, daring 
the jiast year, of persons who have turned 
informers. 

London, April IT.. -The Tim's says the 
Government has obtained information in 
course of recent inquiries that the en- 
rolled members of the Fenian brother- 
hood organization in the I nited King- 
dom number 150,000, and t ho re nre be- 
sides distinct otl'shoots of Kenning, such 
as the Vigilants and invineiblvs. There 
are besides secret organizat ions affiliated 
with the dynamite party. The police 
have accurate information regarding the 
movements of conspirators, and it is ex- 
pected further developments will soon be 
made. 

Dublin, April 23. — Kelly, the alleged 
Phoanix Park murderer, in whose case 
the jury failed to agree, was again placed 
on trial to-day . 

London, April 23.— Russian advices 
state that .the Chief of Policont Valdimir 
has arrested there a Nihilist naniod 
Alexander Pichofl'. From letters found 
in his apartments it is thought he was 
acting in concert with felluw-conapirators 
at Moscow in their design of preventing 
the forthcoming coronation. Other docu- 
ments found have given a clue to several 
Nihilists in Valdimir, and tho arrest of 
these will doubtless follow, The prisoner 
is a fanatic and all that could be elicited 
from him was the oft -repeated sen- 
tence, "Alexander will never bo crowned, 
nevor !" 

Vienna, April 24, .launer, who was 
director of the King theatre at the time it 
was burned, when sovoral hundred persons 
lost their lives, and who was convicted of 
negligence in connection with the disaster 
and sentenced to imprisonment, has been 
pardoned by the emperor. He has served 
only half the time in which he was sen- 
tenced. 

Viknna , April 24 .—Two hundred army 
bakers take tho places of the striking city j 
bakers. The striko is extending to other | 
trades. A man distributing pamphlets 
inciting strikes was arrested. 

'St. PktersbUIUi, April 'J4. —The geo- 
graphical society has received a telegram 
from the polar expedition located at the 
mouth of the Lena, slating that tho ex- 
plorers are all well. The lowest tem- 
perature recorded during the winter was 
38 degrees Reaumur. 

London, April 25.- I. ml Carlingford, 
lord president of the council and minister 
of agriculture, in replying in the House j 
of Lords yesterday, to Lord Dunravon's 
remarks regarding the condition of the 
people in Ireland, said accounts from the I 
districts were more encouraging in tho 
last few weeks ; he said the government 
were agreed that emigration was the best 
and inevitable remedy for distress, but 
thoy had no right, nor was it necessary, 
to force it on the people. The govern- 
ment had received a hopeful oiler for tho 
removal of a number of selected families 
across the Atlantic. In consequence of 
this statement the motion of Lord Dun- 
raven for the adoption of a scheme of 
emigration was withdrawn. 

London, April 24. In the House of 
Lords, Dunraven called attention to the 
distress in Ireland, and urged a compre- 
hensive scheme of emigration. The Mar- 
quis of Landsdown also favored emigra- 
tion, stating that there were a quarter of 
a million tenants whose holdings were 
unable to support them even if they paid 
no rent. 

OfBLiN, April^M. — 1 he trial of Kelly 
was resumed to-day. The witness who 
testified in the former trial to prove an 
alibi repeated his testimony. Charles 
Mcflowan, who some years ago contested 
a seat in Commons for county Leitrim, 
was called as a witness for Kelly. This 
evidence went, to prove an alibi. Alto- 
gether 15 witnesses testified in favor of 
the prisoner's claim of an alibi. fc'C2<!! 

Joseph Hanlot), one of the conspiracy 
prisoners awaiting trial, was brought from 
Kilmainham to-day, and "ill likely be 
examined by the Crown. 

Clly n, who identified Carey at the in- 
quiry at Kilmainham as one of the four 
mon whom he saw in Plutmix Park May 
(ith last, testified to day that he was one 
of them. Adjourned. 

Di'iiLi.N, April 25. The trial nf Timo- 
thy Kelly, charged with participating in 
tho Phoinix Park' murder, was continued 
this morning. The judge charged most 
strongly against the prisoner's claim of an 
alibi. The jury, alter being out a short 
time, announced that they were unable to 
agree on a verdict . 

The trial of Michael Fag.ui, charged 
with the murder of Burke, then begun. 

London, April 25. --Tho Tide's says it 
is understood the evidence against Peter 
Tyncr as "No. 1, from independent 
witnesses as well as from informers, is 
such as to justifj decisive action by the 
government in asking his extradition. 

Bkhi.in, April 25. -The National Zti- 
tung says tho position of Sargent, I".

quence of his letter to the American 
secretary of state on the subject of im- 
portation of American pork to Germany.

Nkw YoitK, April 20.— Tho Herald's 
- [Paris correspondent telegraphs : The 
boulevard ties Italiens was the theatre 
this evening of a murderous scene by 
which the lives of three people were im- 
porilled, and for which no serious ex- 
planation can bi (riven. About half-past 



four a Prussian named Atocholler, who 
is known on the Bourse, drew a 'revolver 
on a police agent named Maroselh, who 
was standing in front- of the passage de 
1'Opera, and would have shot him but for 
the interference of bystanders, who threw 
themselves upon him. He contrived, 
nevertheless, to discharge six shots, by 
which three persons were severely wound- 
ed.

B a L'i'i Molt u, April 23. — Froiklio Geb- 
hardt has succeeded in raising a little 
sensation in this city, though bis threat 
to treat the dramatic critic of the Balti- 
more American as he did Cunningham in 
St. Louis, has not amounted to much. 
Last night, when John Thriever, the 
Amtrirai) representative, was leaving the 
theatre, after Mrs. Langtry's perform- 
ance of Rosalind, Gebhardt and several 
of his friends passed Thriever, and Geb- 
hardt made an insulting remark to ono of 
bis companions about the American man, 
who was in company at the time with a 
deputy chief of police. Thriever paid 
no attention to Freddie till he came up 
and said, "Why did you write that arti- 
cle in your paper.'" apparently desirous 
of raising a quarrel, whereupon the dup- 
uty police marshal requested Freddie to 
move on, He then tried to argue with 
the officer, but had to give it up. The 
card he threatened to publish, denying 
the truth of the interview with the Lily, 
has not appeared. Mrs. Langtry has 
beon seveiely criticised in her acting by 
the newspapers here, although her en- 
gagement, financially, is a success. 

Danville, Va. April 24. — William D. 
Dodsou, arrested at Franklyn Junction, 
for the murder of a negro, reported yes- 
terday, confessed to hiring two negroes to 
bring him a body for dissection, pretend- 
ing to be a physician. Ho carried the 
body into an upper room of the house oc- 
cupied by himself, wrapped it in the bed 
clothing, poured korosone over it, and 
fixed a lighted candle in it, cutting tho 
candle so long that tho house did not take 
fire during the night, it being his purpose 
to burn tho house, and leave it appear 
that he himself had been burned in it, so 
that his family might obtain the amount 
of a life policy recently procured. 

Nkw York, April 24. — Brennan, first 
secretary of the land league, arrived here 
Wednesday from Palmero, Italy, and will 
have a reception at the private residence 
of a gentlemen connected with tho press 
in this city this evening. He will attend 
the Philadelphia convention, and will 
probably stay in this country several 
months. Brennan is of the opinion that 
the dynamite policy and the policy nf the 
land league cannot work together. Ho 
professed to oppose the mode of dyna - 
mite warfare. 

Philadelphia, April 24.— Ex-Treasurer 
Kgan, of the Irish land league, says the 
dynamite party will have very little fol- 
lowing in the convention. Referring to 
the movement in tho mother country, 
Egan said: "It depends in a large meas- 
ure on the support of the Irish element 
in America. No doubt, so long as the 
present disaffection is kept alive by the 
support of 20,000,000 Irish-Americans in 
America, all ingenuity of the English 
government is, and will be, taxed to de- 
vise measures to cope with the forces in 
America and Ireland." 

Nkw Vouk, April 25. — Pierrepont 
Edwards, the British consnl, is in posses- 
sion of two infernal machines which re 
Beinble coal and weigh 18 pounds. A 
heavy iron screw projects on the side for 
about half an inch. An examination 
shows that tho substancu is iron instead 
of coal covered with a black glaze. 
"How it came into my possession 1 can- 
not tell you," said Mr. Edwards, "It 
nevei has been sent out for use however. 
It contains or is supposed to contain 
some kind of explosive. It was after 
ward improved on, I understand, and a 
superior article produced to be mixed 
with coal on British steamers, and it is 
supposed one was sufficient to sink the 
ship. They were manufactured here."

— A special from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, says informa- 
tion was received there that on the 18tb 
inst . one of tho chiefs of the Julia Apa- 
ches, captured Prof. A. F. Bondolior, of 
the American Arcllieologistic California in- 
stitute of San Francisco, Boeder of Tuc- 
son, and a Mexican near tho village of 
San Crisbel, in the state of Sonora. The 
Apaches took the prisoners into the 
mountains, and it is nearly certain thoy 
have been murdered. Prof. Bandolier 
had been investigating Indian antiquities 
in New Mexico and Arizona for sevoral 
years. His father and family reside at 
Highland.

QUADRA STREET DJSFICI URE- 
MENT. 



The Bishop of Columbia has won Ins 
point, or rather, his land. The City 
Council, by a vote of 5 to '2, have decided 
that Ilia lordship is not ;in cmcroachor and 
have virtually confirmed the new Hue of 
Quadra street which was adopted by the 
bishop without the sanction of the civic 
authorities. The council have thus sur- 
rendered a right which they should have 
maintained. Coun. Vigelius' amendment 
deserved unanimous support. Mr. •'• 
Russell, who tried to take LJ inches of 
Government street, was driven back upon 
bis original lines by a former council; but 
the Bishop of Columbia, who has taken 
eight feet is allowed to hold it. The pen- 
alty for the wrongful appropriation of 
public land is probably graded like some 
offences against the law — the offence In-- 
comoing less enormous as the iiuantity 
taken is increased! Wo cannot but ex 
press deep regret that the chief custodian 
of the Church Trust should have been 
the iirst to disfigure the beautiful tract of 
ground and to subject the wayfarer to 
serious inconvenience by erecting a fence 
across a much traveled sidewalk. 

DOMINION FRANCHISE ACT, 

Elsewhere will be found Sir John Mac- 
donald's explanation of the franchise hill 
which he has introduced in the couunoiis. 
The bill is intended to apply only to the 
election of members for the house of com- 
mons; but it contains points whioli might 
be incorporated into the provincial acts. 
NVe cannot help again expressing thehope 
that Chinese and Indians will be exclud- 
ed from the franchise.

California 

San Francisco, April 25.— The 49 
charges against the defaulter Gray, have 
been continued to May 1st. 

Sax Francisco, April 24. — The city 
has now been without gas lamps for 
several weeks past. It is now proposed 
to use electric lamps. A proposition to 
this effect has been made to the Board of 
Supervisors by the Electric Light Com- 
pany, who offer to light the district bound- 
ed by Van iS r C3s avenue and Market street 
fur £Sf>,500 a year, excepting the small 
alleys, which require 147 gas lamps. The 
company proposes to erect 210 electric 
lights in the district named, on poles to 
bo firmly set in tlio ground, with pro- 
jecting arms, so as to suspend the light 
ui the middle of the street, and not less 
than .'10 feet above the ground. This 
met hod of lighting is to save $5,1211 a year 
to the city. The company will also erect 
four poles 150 feet high, one each at the 
corners of California and Mason, Wash- 
ington and .lones, Green and Taylor 
streets, and at Pioneer Park, each pole 
to carry live electric lights of 2000 candle 
power each.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 



Tmuksday, April 2C. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. Mr. Smith. 

PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. llelgesou wished to correct the 
Standard which had represented him as 
saying 150, instead of SO per cent, of the: 
people were against the Kootenay Bill. 
(Laughter.) 

MR. .1 AS. MOKKISON's CLAIM. 
Mr. Orr submitted the report of Mr. 
James Morrson's claim for taxes, an ex- 
pression of opinion by the committee con- 
tained in it, he said, might be out of 
order. 

The opinion having been orasod the re- 
port was read. 

It stilted that Mr. Morrison purchased 
crown lauds at a tax sale in New West 
minster on the 30th April, 1870, and that 
after two years he applied to tho govern- 
ment for a deed and got it.

The 
amount expended by Mr. Morrison for

An Act rolatlng to tho Construction 
o: a "Wagon Road Through Eaglo 
Pass- 

Whereas, it is expedient in tho interests 
of the province that a wagon road should 
bo constructed through Eagle Pass from 
the Shuswap lake to the Columbia river: 
Therefore, her Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the legislative 
assembly of the province of British Co- 
lumbia, enacts as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the chief com- 
missioner to enter into a contract with 
any person or corporation for tho con- 
struction of such wagon road, and for the 
chief commissioner to grant and issue to 
the contractor, in lieu of a money compen- 
sation for such construction, warrants for 
hind not exceeding sixty thousand acres. 

Every land warrant shall he for one 
hundred and sixty acres of laud, and may 
be transferable to other parties, and shall 
entitle the holder to enter upon, possess 
and receive a Crown grant for any hind 
not exceeding one hundred and sixty 
acres within the limits of the Electoral 
Districts of Yale or Kootenay, not form- 
ing portion of tho railway belt, nor al- 
ready reserved by the Government, nor 
owned or lawfully held by other persons, 
nor forming portion of an Indian reserve 
or settlement. 

Ii. No Crown grant, however, shall is- 
sue until a survey of the land to bo com- 
prised within such Crown grant shall have 
been made in accordance with the now 
existing land laws of the Province, and 
for every Crown grant the applicant shall 
pay the sum of five dollars. 

4. Each and every hind warrant shall 
cease lo have any force or effect at the 
expiration of one year from the issue 
thereof, unless a location thereunder shall 
be made and recorded within that period.

ot the warrant shall deliver the same up 
to the Commissioner who shall, in place 
thereof, give to the holder a certificate 
of record as upon an application for pre- 
emption under the land laws of the Pro- 
vince. 

5. Whenever land shall he entered 
upon by virtue of a land warrant, the 
same shall be slaked out and recorded in 
the manner prescribed by the said land 
laws, and the survey of the same shall he 
made within at least two years from tho 
tunc of record. 

(i. The Crown grants shall he, as near 
as may be, in accordance with Form No. 
to the "Land Act, 187o," and coal shall 
be reserved.

DOMINION FRANCHISE ACT. 

Sir John Macdonald Ex- 
plains its Provisions, 



f ir -John Macdonald — I beg leave to 
introduce n bill entitled an Act respect- 
ing tin- electoral franchise. I do not 
propose to invito a discussion upon 
the measure until it is in the hands of 
lion, members, but I may say shortly 
what tint principle of the bill is, The 
object of the bill is to secure uniformi- 
ty in iho franchise, so that the same 
classes shall have the fritnchi.se in the 
various provinces as far as Ontario and 
Quebec arc concerned. It. will boon 
the whole an enlargement of the 
franchise. (Loud applause.) It will 
all'ect tin- uiher provinces variously, 
according to the principles upon which 
their franchises are framed, It is- pro- 
posed under this measure that the vot- 
ers in cities and towns and incorporat- 
ed villages shall have the same quali- 
fications. Kvcry person who is of 
lw. niN ..no years of ago and is not dis- 
qualified and is it British subject by 
birth or naturalization shall have a 
vote if he is owner of real property in 
the city, town or village to the value 
of 8300. (Cheers. ) I n Ontario at the 
present it is S 100. Kvcry person who 
is a tenant in any city or town under a 
lease shall have a vote, if his lease is at 
the annual rental of not less than $'-20. 
(Applause. ) In Ontario, under the 
Ontario law, the annual rental must 
not be less liian !?30. Every bona Jit le 
owner of real property within such 
city or tow n of the actual value of §300 
shall be entitled to vote. Residents of 
such ulii's ci towns, km - iii^ an in- 
come from some calling of not less than 
?. 1 00 annually, who have been resi- 
dents for u your, shall be entitled to 
vote, In t he counties I propose that 
any person w ho is a Rritisli subject, 
and the owner of real property within 
any such electoral district, to the ac- 
tual value of 8-00, or is tenant under 
a leasts of not less than one year at an 
annual rental of §20 in money, or in 
kind shall be enfranchised. As in 
cities, so in such electoral districts any 
resilient who derives an incoino from 
some trade, office, or profession, or 
from investments or charge of real es- 
tate propi rty in Canada, is to be en- 
franchised. 'That is an alteration 1 
have made in order to provide for the 
case of men who have conveyed their 
property to their children on condition 
of support, and receive as security a 
mortgage on the property. 

Mr. Jllaki — What is to be the 
amount of the income i 

Sir John Macdonald— §400. Then 
as regards counties, Farmers' sons 
not otherwise qualified as voters, who 
arc residents and have been residents 
continually on the farm of their father, 
or of their mother, after the death of 
their father, shall vote if the farm be 
of sufficient value equally divided 
among them us co-owners to qualify 
them as voters under this Act. This 
is in etl'eet the farmers' sons' qualifica- 
tion given in the Ontario Act and 
hitherto in no other province than 
( hitario. Tho principle 1 propose to 
apply to both urban and county con- 
stituencies - (hear hear,)— that is, 1 
propose an extension of the same rights 
to other classes than farmers' sons. 
Sons of any owner of real property in 
cities or towns, not otherwise qualified 
lo vote, who have been residents with 
their father, or with their mother, af- 
ter the death of their father shall be 
admitted to vote in towns. 

Mr. Blake — And is the qualification 
the same as for fanners' sons 1 Musi, 
the value of the property be sufficient 
to unable them to vole as co-owners? 

Sir John Macdonuld — Yes. the same, 
and the father must not only be the 
occupant but the owner. Of course, 
in towij.s, it' the father was not the own- 
er, and tht! son was to have vote also, 
it would be simply universal suffrage, 
lu Ontario, the father of the farmer's 
son must be the occupant and the own- 
er in order thai the son may vote. 1 
may say that with this change in the 
law, unmarried women have votes, 
(..'hoers.) They will have the right lo 
vole if they have the qualifications 
such as the son has, that is if the prop- 
erty is sullicieiit. ( 1 1 ear, hear. ) Then 
it is proposed that there shall be a re 
vising oilie."-, or Larriatcr, in one or 
more constituencies, and that where 
there are County Court or Superior 
Court Judges in the province of Lower 
Canada, they shall be invited to ac- 
cept, thu appointment for their general 
district:-. The Government do not 
think ii can be forced upon them, but 
the y shall be in\ ited to hold the ap 
pointnient, anJ the provision is that if 
the judge refuses, a barrister or advo- 
cate of five years' standing may be ap- 
pointed as revising officer for one con- 
stituency or a group of constituencies, 
and his tenure of ollicc shall lie during 
good behavior. This being a measure 
atlecting tho privileges of this House, 
and touching the electoral franchise, 
and the other House not being sup- 
posed to have a right to ileal with the 
matter, the Otlicer who is to hold office 
during good behavior is to be removable 
by a vole of the House only, instead 
of, as is the case with superior court 
judges, by a vote of both. Houses. In 
England the rev ising barristers are ap- 
pointed for two years by the Lord 
Chancellor. Here he is to hold office 
during good behavior. There is to be 
itn appeal in matters of law Lo the Su- 
perior Court, Inn the revising barrister 
or judge is to be the sole jutlge in 
matters of fact. This is the bill. 1 
will not trouble the House with the 
machinery provided in the bill. The 
bill, which is in type, will be distribut- 
ed m a few days. 

.Mr. Mackenzie — The right lion, 
gentleman has failed to say who is to 
make up the voters' lists primarily. 

Sir John Macdonald — The revising 
barrister, lie is to take as prima Jade 
evidence the assessment rolls and vot- 
ers' lists iu tint tlill'ereiit constituencies, 



and he is to hold a court as in Eng- 
land, and any person who desires to 
make a claim to be put on tho voters' 
list can make one before him. 

Mr. Mackenzie — He corrects the 
list, but does he make the list ? 

Sir John Macdonald — He makes the 
original list. 



JUMBO'S LOVE. 



Mr. Matthew Scott Hocalls Somo of 
His Earlior Pranks- 

(from tlie New York Morning Journal.)
